Thie is the largest nomber awarded to
aoy foreign nution, and the awarde in
the other classes of Group I1, are aleo
large in proportion to the rumber of
works exhibited in the United States
section. lnoscu'pture three medals of
honor were award~d Augustus St. Gaa-
dens, Duniel C. French and Frederick
MacMoopies being the recipients. If
the absence in the list subove of the
names of some well-kcown painters who
bave pictures at Parie be poted, it
should be remembered that artiste were
not eligible for awards lower than they
had received in previous Peris Exposi-
tions. Several Franco-Americans, also,
after the award of gold medals was an-
nounced, informed the jury that they
would oot accapt silver or bronze med-
als aod the story in Paris was that in-
fluences were brought 1o bear on the
French members of the jury to prevent
the award of silver medale to American
artiste remuding in the United States,
who were on the slate for that distinc-
tion. The eatire list of awards is to be
reviewed by the superior jury, but pone
will be taken away. It is possible that
8 few additions may be made to the
brooze medals aod honorable mentions.

A society known as the Spanish A-
merican War Nurees' Association has
been organized this fall in New Youk.
Members must have seen active service
for at lesst one month, to be eligible,
and it is estimated that there are about
five hundred for whom membership is
possible.
